8, Although most SOT dismantling operations have been halted temporarily, s ome 
equipment will probably continue to be transferred from less important fields 
to Matzen. A he Hauskirchen plant for the production of gasoline from natural 
gas, which was partially dismantled in 1945, has now been comnletely dismantled 
and transferred to Muehlberg. Before 1945, five reduction tanks ("absorbers") 
in this plant produced 30 tons of hirgh-grade gasoline daily. It is probable 
that a similar but smaller plant now at ITAG nay also bo sent to Kuehlberg. 
Dismantling operations at ITAG have been completed, and SOT Director Cherno- 
morski has directed the Soviet director of ITAG to prepare a comprehensive list 
of the minimum amount of equipment required to maintain IT AG's current production
